“7. In the present case the order only mentions the facts stated in the letter of the Additional Director General of 


Police, Karnataka Lokayukta and in the second para it is observed that on perusal of the letter it was clear that 
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the charge had been well founded and therefore pending Inquiry the applicant has to be suspended. The order 
does not show the Independent examination of the matter by the Government to find out as to whether there 
was prima facie evidence to support the charge and consequently the order of suspension is not sustainable 
since it has been passed without complying with Rule 10(3) of the CCA Rules. 

For the above said reasons, the application is allowed and the Order of the Government in No. DPAR 4

As per the provisions Operational Guidelines (para 6.5.1) of Mahatma Gandhi Nationaol Rural Employment Guarantee Act, 
“before starting a work the Grama Panchayath shall inform the Programme Officer, so that the Programme Officer may issue 
required muster rolls with unique identify number and be certified by the Programme Officer”. Now Government of Karnataka 
has adopted e-muster rolls w.e.f. 01-01-2010, the e-muster rolls are being enabled to be generated at Gram Panchayath level through 
Gram Panchayath login with unique ID and also with Job card numbers. After generation of these muster rolls at GP from MIS, they 
are being physically carried to Taluk Panchayath Office on day to day basis for certification and making wage payment to the labours. 
This process is not only delaying wage payment to the labours but also making practically difficult for the Programme Officers to 
undertake verification of muster rolls at worksites. However, e-muster rolls are also made available to Programme Officer through PO 
login for verification, Moreover, the Government of Karnataka has recruited 2500 Panchayath Development Officers (PDOs) of Deputy 
Tahsildar Grade who have computer skills to handle e-muster rolls. In addition to these, PDOs are also being supplied with laptops 
and data cards to handle online MIS more professionally. To simplify the procedure and to avoid delay in making wage payment the 
following order:
